Faculties pitch 
money-making 
ideas in lean tunes 


Uof A. One department 
already seeing success 
with introduction of 
continuing education 
courses for professionals 
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University of Alberta provost 
Carl Amrhein warned faculty 
that a new plan for faculties to 
start making money “is going 
to be painful” at first but worth 
it as government funding be¬ 
comes less predictable. 

At a General Faculties Coun¬ 
cil meeting last week, Amrhein 
reminded members of the uni¬ 
versity’s new direction — find 
ways to save money and source 
new revenue streams. 

Since 2010, the university’s 
expenses were rising faster 
than revenues, said Amrhein, 
and after budget cuts in 2013, 
he said the university needed to 


become more innovative when 
it comes to making money. 

“It was that event, the 
budget of 2013, that made it 
veiy clear to us that we needed 
to start generating revenues be¬ 
yond the funds provided by the 
province and tuition,” he said. 

While faculties are starting 
to submit proposals for the new 
plan, Amrhein pointed out one 
department that is proving the 
new direction can work. 

Faculty of rehabilitation 
medicine’s Dean Robert Haen- 
nel said his faculty started to 
see greater revenue by offering 
continuing education certifi¬ 
cates and courses for profes¬ 
sionals, including physiother¬ 
apists, to maintain their skills. 

“What it started with was a 
simple concept that we’d like 
to help keep our physiother¬ 
apists and our occupational 
health therapists, speech path¬ 
ologists up to date,” Haennel 
explained. 

Four years later, the faculty 
is now attracting participants 
from outside their intended

fields. “The next thing you 
know, we started seeing nurses 
and physicians starting to take 
these courses for certificates,” 
Haennel said. 

According to the dean, the 
push to start making more 
money is just one way the U 
of A finds new and untapped 
resources. 

“One of the things we have 
to keep in mind is that the uni¬ 
versity is a publicly funded in¬ 
stitution and (as) such there is 
always a need to deal with new 
financial realities,” said Haen¬ 
nel. “It’s part of the (school’s) 
evolution.”

Moncton tragedy 
remembered 

Hundreds of Alberta police 
officers gathered at the legis¬ 
lature Sunday to pay respect 
to their fallen comrades. 


Alongside the public and 
family members of officers 
who have been killed in the 
line of duty, police from sev¬ 
eral services gathered to add 
one more name to the Pillar 
of Strength monument. The 
monument currently has the 
names of 98 police officers 


that were killed on the job. 

This year’s addition was 
Cst. Robert George Mac¬ 
intosh, a Canadian Pacific 
Railway constable, who was 
killed in Calgaiy in 1912. 

Solicitor General Jonathan 
Denis said his thoughts this 
year were with the families 


of RCMP officers in Moncton 
where three officers were 
killed in June. 

“That incident can’t help 
but call up memories of 
Alberta’s own heartbreak in 
Mayerthorpe,” he said. 

Lt. Gov. Donald Ethell 
spoke directly to the families 


during his speech, thanking 
them for their sacrifice. 

“I know that nothing can 
take away the pain of your 
loss, but I hope you find 
comfort in the knowledge 
that your loved ones died de¬ 
fending the peace,” he said.

Drainage plan 
to focus on old 
neighbourhoods 


Looming threat. 

Upgrades will start in

If your house is older than the 
Oilers’ first Stanley Cup then 
there’s a decent chance it could 
flood in a major storm. 

Earlier this month, city 
councillors were updated on a 
$2.4-billion plan to upgrade the 
city’s drainage infrastructure. 
Those upgrades will focus on 
older neighbourhoods, where 
stormwater retention ponds 
weren’t a part of the original 
design. 

Todd Wyman, the city’s dir¬ 
ector of drainage planning, said 
those neighbourhoods simply 
didn’t anticipate the heavy rains 
that come with climate change. 

“We don’t dwell on the past. 
We tiy to figure out what are 
we dealing with now and let’s 
fix it for the future,” he said. 

Wyman said the city’s plan 
now is to look at the older

neighbourhoods and tiy to de¬ 
termine where the best place to 
locate drainage ponds could be. 

Wyman said the city’s next 
step is to try and figure out 
which neighbourhoods to tar¬ 
get first: “We’re going to be 
going out and doing a review 
of the system, looking at the 
topography and looking at how 
drainage occurs in that system.” 

He said stormwater ponds 
are a reality now, because 
underground pipes would 
never be up to the challenge. 
“When we talk about the really 
severe storms, the really heavy 
rainfall, the pipe system would 
have to be 10 times bigger than 
what it is right now,” he said. 
“That’s a no-win scenario.”

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Cost of living. Task force 
to consider living-wage 
policy for city workers 


Mayor Don Iveson wants to ask 
some tough questions about the 
true cost of living here to make 
sure the city is paying that. 

Iveson, who created a task 
force on poverty elimina¬ 
tion, said last week one of the 
group’s first ideas is research¬ 
ing a living wage. 

He said once they deter¬ 
mine what that wage is, the city 
could adopt it as a standard. 

“One of the recommenda¬ 
tions that would come out of 
that... is that the city as an em¬ 
ployer would not pay anything 
less than a living wage and we 
would expect that from people 
we contract to,” he said. 

He said if the city were to 
adopt a living wage policy, it 
might it make it easier to see 
broader change. “It becomes 
politically easier for a provin¬ 
cial government to look at its 
minimum-wage policy,” he said. 

According to city staff, the 
lowest wage paid to any city 
employee is to clerical assist¬ 
ants who have a salaiy range 
that starts at $16.81 per hour, 
rising to $20.82 per hour. Cus-

todial workers are paid at a flat 
rate of $17.19 per hour.

“If you are paying people 
minimum wage they don’t 
have enough to live on,” he 
said. Savoia said the City of 
Edmonton likely already pays 
a living wage, but that’s not 
where the challenge would be. 

“If they said to their suppli¬ 
ers that if you want to do busi¬ 
ness with the city you have to 
pay a living wage; that’s much 
more controversial,” he ex¬ 
plained.

U of A launches pilot project 
for undergraduate admission 


Offers to be sent in 
spring. University hopes 
to snag top students 
starting Sept. 2015

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University of Alberta’s ad¬ 
mission process will be 
overhauled so it can hit the 
“sweet spot” in attracting 
the top undergrads to the 
school. 

Vice-provost and univer¬ 


sity registrar Lisa Collins said 
certain faculties are missing 
admission targets for under¬ 
graduate programs because 
offer letters aren’t getting to 
prospective students at the 
prime decision-making time. 

“One of the reasons why 
we’re facing such competi¬ 
tive pressure, is our offers 
for admission arrive far too 
late,” Collins told the Gen¬ 
eral Faculties Council last 
week. 

Collins said certain facul¬ 
ties, including Nursing, will 
often over enroll just to meet 
its targets. 

According to Collins, the 


sweet spot is in the spring, 
and since the U of A has trad¬ 
itionally waited for the appli¬ 
cant’s final Grade 12 marks, 
most offers don’t arrive until 
August. 

“In the meantime, the stu¬ 
dents already have housing, 
scholarships and admission 
offers that are much firmer 
from competitive universi¬ 
ties,” Collins said. 

As part of a 10-point ad¬ 
mission overhaul, Collins 
said the university will be 
changing traditional practi¬ 
ces for the 2015 intake year 
with a pilot project, includ¬ 
ing sending out a single firm 


offer in the spring, with con¬ 
firmed housing for top stu¬ 
dents. 

U of A provost Carl Am- 
rhein said the initiative is 
part of an ongoing effort to 
make the university more 
competitive. 

“It’s something that 
we’ve been watching for 
many years and it reached 
the point where we felt like 
we needed to act,” Amrhein 
said. 

The changes will be 
tailored to different facul¬ 
ties, Collins noted, adding 
“this is not a one size fits all 
plan.”

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Magnotta trial starts today 


Notorious. 32-year-old 
has pleaded not guilty 
in the gruesome slaying 
of 33-year-old student 
Jun Lin in 2012 


The trial in one of Canada’s 
most publicized and shocking 
criminal cases is set to begin 
Monday with evidence be¬ 
ing heard in the proceedings 
against alleged murderer Luka 
Rocco Magnotta. 

Magnotta, 32, has pleaded 
not guilty to five charges in 
connection with the slaying 
and dismemberment of Chi¬ 
nese engineering student Jun 
Lin in May 2012. 

The charges are first-degree 
murder; committing an indig¬ 
nity to a body; publishing ob¬ 
scene material; criminally ha¬ 
rassing Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper and other members of 
Parliament; and mailing ob¬ 
scene and indecent material. 

Trial judge Guy Coumoyer 
questioned potential jurors ear¬ 
lier this month about whether 


they could stomach evidence 
that could be considered grue¬ 
some, graphic and possibly up¬ 
setting. 

The 14 bilingual jurors who 
will hear the case will receive 
instructions from Coumoyer 
before prosecutor Louis Bout- 
hillier begins presenting the 
Crown’s arguments. 

Bouthillier has said up to 
60 Crown witnesses could be 
heard at the trial, which is ex¬ 
pected to last between six and 
eight weeks. Some Europeans 
could be called to testify. 

The trial is likely to lure 
plenty of curious onlookers. 
During the preliminary hear¬ 
ing, the case attracted criminol¬ 
ogy students, legal junkies and 
even a handful of people who 
appeared to support Magnotta. 

Jun Lin, 33, had only been 
living in Canada since 2011, 
realizing a long-standing 
dream by coming to Montreal. 
His family said in April 2013 
that Lin had a comfortable life 
working in IT at Microsoft’s 
Beijing office, but had sought a 
move to Canada to study and to 
improve his life.

Pro-democracy demonstrators 
defied onslaughts of tear gas 
late Sunday and appeals from 
Hong Kong’s top leader to go 
home, as the protests over Bei¬ 
jing’s decision to limit political 
reforms expanded across the 
city by Monday morning. 

Hong Kong’s Chief Execu¬ 
tive Leung Chun-ying reassured 
the public that rumours the 
Chinese army might intervene 
were untrue. “I hope the public 
will keep calm. Don’t be mis¬ 
led by the rumours. Police will 
strive to maintain social order, 
including ensuring smooth 
traffic and ensuring the public 
safety,” said Leung. 

Protesters spent the night 
on the pavement, some flat on 
their backs asleep, others mill¬ 
ing around as they watched for 
police. The sit-ins spread from

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Volcanic eruption in 
Japan kills more than 30 


Mount Ontake. 

First fatal disaster 
in modern times at 
popular climbing spot 


Reaching the ash-covered 
summit of a still-erupting 
volcano in central Japan, 
rescue workers made a grim 
discovery Sunday: 31 appar¬ 
ently dead people, some bur¬ 
ied in lcnee-deep ash. 

Four victims were 
brought down and con¬ 
firmed dead, one day after 
Mount Ontake’s big initial 
eruption, said Talcehilco Fur- 
ulcoshi, a Nagano prefecture 
crisis-management official. 
The 27 others were listed 
as having heart and lung 
failure, the customary way 
for Japanese authorities to 
describe a body until police 
doctors can examine it. 

Officials provided no de¬ 


tails on how they may have 
died. 

It was the first fatal erup¬ 
tion in modern times at 
3,067-metre Mount Ontake, 
a popular climbing destina¬ 
tion about 210 kilometres 
west of Tokyo on the main 
Japanese island of Honshu. A 
similar eruption occurred in 
1979, but no one died. 

Rescue helicopters hov¬ 
ered over ash-covered moun¬ 
tain lodges and vast land¬ 
scapes that looked a ghostly 
grey, like the surface of the 
moon, devoid of nearly all 
colour but the bright orange 
of rescue workers’ jump¬ 
suits. 

Japanese media reported 
that some of the bodies were 
found in a lodge near the 
summit and that others were 
buried in ash up to 50 centi¬ 
metres deep. Police said only 
two of the four confirmed 
dead had been identified.

No-win situation. 

Missouri Gov. Nixon's 
response to Ferguson 
shooting has drawn the 
ire of police, protesters 


As the protests mounted fol¬ 
lowing the police shooting of 
18-year-old Michael Brown in 
the St. Louis suburb of Fergus¬ 
on, so did the public frustration 
directed at Missouri Gov. Jay 
Nixon, no matter what action 
he took. 

Documents obtained by The 
Associated Press show diverse 
public reactions to the inci¬ 
dent, with many critical of Nix¬ 
on for not intervening quickly 
enough as police fired tear gas 
on protesters, and again when 
he appeared to call for the 
prosecution of the officer who 
shot Brown, despite an ongoing 
investigation into the Aug. 9 
shooting. 

His apparent call for “vigor¬ 
ous prosecution” came on Aug. 
19, when he released a video 


statement declaring, “To pro¬ 
tect the people of Ferguson... a 
vigourous prosecution must be 
pursued.” 

His statement was negative¬ 
ly received by law enforcement 
officers and their families. 

“They were rude, biased and 
unwise,” wrote Fresno County, 
Calif., Sheriff’s Deputy Chris 
Curtice. 

Nixon’s office issued a state¬ 
ment clarifying that his words 
weren’t intended to prejudge 
the officer, but instead to refer 
to the foil duties of the prosecu¬ 
tor and his personal wish to see 
the legal process begin. 

Eric Morris, an assistant 
communications professor at 
Missouri State University, said 
Nixon’s predicament is a no- 
win situation from a public per¬ 
ception standpoint. 

“There were substantial 
numbers of people with strong 
feelings on both sides of it, 
which means there’s literally 
no action you can take in the 
middle that’s not going to get 
you criticized,” Morris said.

Air France’s leading pilots’ 
union on Sunday announced 
an end to a 14-day strike that 
grounded roughly half of the 
airline’s flights, stranded pas¬ 
sengers worldwide and led to 
stern shows of frustration by 
the French prime minister. 

After a late-night, 15-hour 
negotiating session with man¬ 
agement, leaders of the SNPL 
pilot union walked away with 
no accord, but with the real¬ 
ization that the strike “is not 
an end in itself,” said union 
spokesman Antoine Amar. 
The union was “taking up its 
responsibilities” and ending 
the walkout so that service 


can now resume and negotia¬ 
tions can continue peaceably, 
he said. 

Air France, in a statement, 
said that service would start 
returning to normal on Tues¬ 
day — meaning that flights al¬ 
ready cancelled between now 
and then won’t be reinstated. 

At the centre of the stand¬ 
off are Air France’s ambitions 
to develop a low-cost affiliate, 
Transavia. The pilots’ union 
started the strike out of con¬ 
cern that management was 
looking for a way to outsource 
jobs to countries with lower 
taxes and labour costs.

Recorded in Kenya, 
Uganda, London, New York, 
Connecticut and Toronto, 
The Key seamlessly blends 
traditional African music 
with contemporaiy urban, 
hip hop and global pop 
music rhythms, while 
incorporating EDM, reggae/ 
dub, soul and Afro beat 
elements. 

Two songs from The 
Key (Scars and We Fall) are 
featured on The Good Lie 
soundtrack, a film that Jal 
co-stars in alongside Reese 
Witherspoon, and that 
premiered at TIFF (Toronto 
International Film Fest) in 
early September. 

Jal has collaborated with 
and performed alongside 
numerous big acts includ¬ 
ing Peter Gabriel, Alicia 
Keys and Joss Stone, and 
had the honour of per¬ 
forming at the late Nelson 
Mandela’s 90th birthday 
celebration in London. He 
has been featured on CNN, 
Time, USA Today, MTV, 

BBC, New York Times, Roll¬ 
ing Stone, NPR, Huffrngton 
Post, CBC (Strombo’s The 
Hour, Qwith Jian Ghome- 
shi), CTV’s Canada AM and 
most recently appeared 
on the season premiere of 
The Queen Latifah Show 
on Sept. 15, where he got 
the Queen herself to dance 
to his buzzy Afro beat song 
Dusu, which appears on 
The Key.

Story of lost boys of Sudan a 
wrenching tale of humanity

A seemingly endless line of chil¬ 
dren trails across the horizon. 
Orphaned by civil war, they’re 
walking — they hope — to 
safety. But they have hundreds 
of miles to go, and no guaran¬ 
tees of what they’ll find along 
the way. 

It’s a scene from new movie 
The Good Lie, but it’s far from 
fiction. 

“I feel like it’s my stoiy be¬ 
ing told on the big screen,” said 
actor Emmanuel Jal. 

“Emmanuel and I carried 
AK-47s just to live, before we 
even knew how to read and 
write,” said actor Ger Duany. 

Jal was bom into the life 
of a child soldier; Duany was 
forcefully recruited. Eventu¬ 
ally, they both joined the thou¬ 
sands of orphans who fled the 
brutal civil war that broke out 
in Sudan in 1983. Walking for 
months in search of sanctuaiy, 
those children became known 
as the “lost boys.” 

Those who survived the 
journey ended up in refugee 
camps in neighbouring Kenya 
and Ethiopia. About 3,600 of 
them were eventually relocated 
to the United States. 

Jal and Duany, along with 
fellow Sudanese actors Arnold 
Oceng and Kuoth Wiel, bring 
the stoiy of the lost boys (and 


girls) to life in The Good Lie. 
The movie traces the journey 
of four young Sudanese refu¬ 
gees as they flee the war, living 
first in a refugee camp and then 
ending up in truly unfamiliar 
territoiy: Kansas City, Mo. 

Although life in the refugee 
camps was an improvement 
over life on the run, it still 
wasn’t easy. “There was no elec¬ 
tricity, no running water,” said 
Duany. And the lucky few who 
made it to America faced a new 
set of challenges. 

“Eveiything was new when 
we came here,” said Duany. 

Eveiything — from drink¬ 
ing straws, to light switches to 
toilets — was a mysteiy. The 


moments of discoveiy provide 
a bit of lighthearted relief in 
the movie, as the refugees 
gradually find their feet with 
the help of a no-nonsense em¬ 
ployment counsellor played by 
Reese Witherspoon. Although 
Jer and Duany believe the stoiy 
of the lost boys is an important 
one to tell, revisiting the past 
wasn’t easy. Duany had hoped 
for years to act in a film de¬ 
picting the struggles of Sudan’s 
lost boys, but when the chance 
finally came, “I read the script 
and I collapsed. I threw it away, 
and I went to the bathroom to 
ciy,” he said. “I never thought 
this stoiy would be told.” 

But it’s worth it, he says. 


“This was horrible, it happened 
a long time ago, but we want 
to tell this stoiy now,” he said. 
“Because there is another stoiy 
coming.” 

Jal agrees. “This film is not 
just about the lost boys,” he 
said. “This is about humanity.” 

As well as raising aware¬ 
ness about the plight of Sudan¬ 
ese refugees, the actors hope 
the film will help raise funds 
to support the humanitar¬ 
ian and educational needs of 
the lost boys. Find out more 
about the Good lie Fund at 
thegoodlieftmd.org.

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Novel Cronenberg-style — eat, prey, lust 



Consumed. Body- 
horror director realizes 
childhood dream with 
release of his first book 
— a tale of mutilation 
and cannibalism 


As a kid, body-horror master 
David Cronenberg thought he 
would become an author, not 
an auteur. 

His father was a writer 
and Cronenberg says penning 
stoiy and dialogue also came 
easily to him growing up in 
Toronto. 

“If you had asked me 
when I was 16, I would have 
said, ‘I’m sure I’ll have pub¬ 
lished my first novel by the 
age of 21,”’ the celebrated 
writer-director said in a re¬ 
cent telephone interview. 

Fifty years after that tar¬ 
get, that childhood dream 
has finally come to frui¬ 
tion with the publication of 
Cronenberg’s debut novel, 
Consumed (Hamish Hamilton 
Canada, in stores Tuesday). 

The story of two young 
journalists pursuing different 
but intersecting projects has 
all the hallmarks of a typical 
Cronenberg thriller — from 
body mutilation and canni¬ 
balism to science fiction and 
kinky erotica. 

The crime mysteiy starts 
with Canadian journalist 
Naomi Seberg investigating 
a grisly case involving an il¬ 
lustrious pair of philosophers 
from Paris. Celestine Moreau 
and Aristide Arosteguy were 


On writing a novel 


seemingly happy in their 
unconventional marriage — 
until authorities announced 
she was found butchered and 
partially eaten in the couple’s 
apartment, and he was a sus¬ 
pect. 

As Naomi travels to Tokyo 
to find the missing Aristide, 
her boyfriend Nathan Math 
gets caught in a web of stor¬ 
ies involving a Hungarian 
surgeon, his breast-cancer 
patient and a Toronto doctor 


who was the founder of a sex¬ 
ually transmitted disease that 
Nathan contracts. 

Cronenberg, 71, said he 
started writing the labyrinth¬ 
ine tale eight years ago. The 
Fly director originally intend¬ 
ed it to be a screenplay but it 
wasn’t working, so he decid¬ 
ed to turn it into a novel on 
the advice of Nicole Winstan- 
ley, president and publisher 
of Penguin Canada. 

He made four or five 
movies during the writing 
process — including Eastern 
Promises, A Dangerous Meth¬ 
od and the upcoming Maps to 
the Stars, out Oct. 31 — and 
“would literally have to take 
a year away from writing the 
novel or more” before re¬ 
turning to it. 


“It was a very strangely 
sort of segmented kind of 
writing, very odd, and prob¬ 
ably not the way most people 
do it, and I would love to 
know what it would feel like 
to sit down and write a novel 
and see how long it took — 
a year, two years, whatever, 
and maybe that’s what I’ll do 
next,” he said. 

Yes, that means he’d like 
to write another novel. 

“I really enjoyed it a lot,” 
said Cronenberg. “It’s so com¬ 
pletely different from any 
other kind of writing I’ve 
done — screenwriting, pri¬ 
marily, and it’s veiy, of course, 
different from movie-making 
in general, and yet you are 
dealing with the imagining in 
your mind of the characters,

of the place. You’re kind of 
moving characters around a 
room as they talk, and that is 
sort of like directing.” 

Cronenberg said he got 
the inspiration for Celestine 
and Aristide from the likes 
of Jean-Paul Sartre and Si¬ 
mone de Beauvoir, noting: 
“The idea of a philosopher as 
a public figure is very trad¬ 
itional in France, where you 
wouldn’t find it in America.” 

France is where Cronen¬ 
berg is an Officer in the Order 
of Arts and Letters and is the 
homeland of his favourite 
filmmakers of the ’50s and 
’60s, including Jean-Luc Go¬ 
dard and Francois Truffaut. 

Cronenberg’s passion 
for photography is also felt 
throughout the stoiy, as 
Naomi and Nathan frequent¬ 
ly discuss and ruminate on 
which cameras to use. Cam¬ 
eras are but one of many 
technological devices refer¬ 
enced in the book. 

Overall, the story speaks 
to our obsession with our de¬ 
vices and technology. 

“It’s kind of a strange, 
deforming mirror, like a fun- 
house mirror, technology,” 
said Cronenberg. “In the 
1950s sci-fi world, technol¬ 
ogy was always inhuman and 
evil, it was like dehumaniz¬ 
ing, and I never bought that 
because I thought technology 
comes from us. 

“We are the only creatures 
who really create technology 
on this scale and it is abso¬ 
lutely a reflection of what 
we are, the good part and the 
bad part.” 

Novelists are often asked 
if their fiction will be turned 
into a big-screen adaptation, 
and in the case of Cronen¬ 
berg, that might seem a no- 
brainer. 

But while he initially 
thought he wanted to do 
that, he eventually realized 
he “would be bored doing it.”

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Radiohead. Yorke debuts solo album on torrent site 


Radiohead’s ever-experiment- 
al frontman Thom Yorke re¬ 
leased a surprise new album 
last Friday through computer 
file-sharing, testing a new 
way of revenue generation 
that he hopes can directly 
benefit musicians. 

Called Tomorrow’s Mod¬ 
ern Boxes, Yorlce’s second 
solo album is a melancholy, 
ambient composition, with 
layered but measured tex¬ 
tures of electronic riffs re¬ 
flecting his frequent theme 


of the role of the individual 
in an increasingly industrial¬ 
ized world. 

Although the sound will 
be instantly familiar to 
Radiohead fans, Yorke chose 
a new way to sell the album 
— through BitTorrent, the 
system that shares large files 
between computers and is no¬ 
torious for the free swapping 
of copyrighted material. 

Tomorrow’s Modern Boxes 
breaks new ground by char¬ 
ging for the files, although 


the $6 price is less than most 
album sales. 

“I am trying something 
new, don’t know how it will 
go,” Yorke wrote on Twitter as 
he released the album. 

In a longer message, he 
said BitTorrent could allow 
artists to bypass “the self- 
elected gate-keepers” and sell 
their work directly. 

“If it works well, it could 
be an effective way of hand¬ 
ing some control of Internet 
commerce back to people 


who are creating the work.” 

But Yorke admitted he is 
unsure the public will “get its 
head around” the idea. 

In an age when streaming 
and smartphones are trans¬ 
forming the music industiy, 
BitTorrent relies on comput¬ 
ers, and York’s new album is 
unavailable on iTunes. 

This latest innovative re¬ 
lease comes weeks after U2 
took a different approach by 
releasing its new album for 
free on iTunes. afp

Downton Abbey won’t be the 
only place fans can see Eliza¬ 
beth McGovern this winter: 
The show’s star is heading 
on a tour with her folk-rock 
band in December. 

McGovern is the lead 
singer for Sadie and the Hot¬ 
heads, which embarks on 
its first U.S. tour Dec. 4 in 
Washington. The 10-date tour 
wraps Dec. 14 in Hartford, 
Conn. No Canadian dates are 
planned. 

McGovern plays the role of 
American heiress Cora Craw¬ 
ley, the Countess of Gran¬ 


tham, on the hit show, which 
starts its fifth season on Jan. 
4. The timing of the tour and 
the show’s return is a coinci¬ 
dence, McGovern said. 

“It’s a slightly funny ex¬ 
perience for fans of the show 
to come hear the music, be¬ 
cause it’s such a different 
world to the show itself,” she 
said Sunday.

Imagine that your best friend 
has invited you to stay at her 
cottage. She tells you it’s “up 
north.” That’s it, no more 
info. That’s how most people 
treat the management of their 
money. The destination is 
vague and they have no idea 
which way to go. I want you to 
think of a financial plan as a 
GPS device for your financial 
life. But before you can head 
off, you at least need to know 
where you want to end up! 

While you have to know 
where you’re headed to 
lay down a trip plan, if you 
change your mind, or if some¬ 
thing throws you off track, 
you don’t just stop or wander 
around aimlessly. Just as with 
a GPS, you recalculate your 
route. You figure out what you 
want to do next and head off. 

To have the life you want, 
you need to know where 
you’re going. This isn’t about 
casting your life plan in con¬ 
crete. It’s about having a sense 
of your destination and some 
good directions. You need to 
put an address in your GPS be¬ 
fore you can get started. That 
address is your goal. 

You can have loads of 
dreams and just as many goals, 
but you can’t possibly do them 
all at once. Time to prioritize. 
When you make your goals, 
identify what the most import¬ 
ant thing on your list is. Label 
it No. 1. That’s the thing you’ll 
put the majority of your effort 
towards. 

You can work towards more 
than one goal at a time, but 


you need to prioritize. No, you 
can’t buy a house, have a baby 
and go back to school all at the 
same time. What’s your Goal 
No. 1? Where do the others fit 
into your plans? Label what¬ 
ever else you’re working on as 
No. 2, No. 3, and so on. 

Those goals have to be 
very specific. Be clear about 
what you want. Want to 
buy a home? What kind of 
house? Semi, condo, or fully 
detached? In the city? In the 
countiy? For how much? For 
$175K, $350K, $1.2 million? 

Since, as I have been heard 
to say about a bazillion times, 


“a goal without a deadline is a 
dream,” you have to add some 
dates. 

Do you want to buy that 
home in two, three or five 
years? Again, the timeline isn’t 
cast in concrete, but having it 
means you’re serious about 
your focus. 

Some goals have a short¬ 
term timeline, like saving for 
your sister’s wedding. Some 
goals are medium-term, like 
putting together the down 
payment on a home. Some 
are long-term, like saving for 
retirement. 

Patience and tenacity will 


get you where you want to go. 
Baby steps or great big leaps, 
you’ll move at a different pace 
on different goals depending 
on what else is going on in 
your life. What’s important is 
to keep moving forward. 

If you’ve got kids who are 
babies, don’t ignore the edu¬ 
cational savings plan. Putting 
just a little away each month 
puts momentum on your side. 
It doesn’t have to be a ton to 
start. But you have to start. It’s 
the same with balancing debt 
repayment and savings. You 
can’t just focus on your arrival 
time when you’re heading to

your destination, you have 
to watch road conditions and 
monitor your speed. 

You want to get your stu¬ 
dent debt paid off. Great. 
You’ve got $31,000 worth of 
debt, and you want it gone in 
24 months. Really? The princi¬ 
pal alone will cost you $1,292 
a month from your cash flow? 
Is that realistic? There’s no 
point in setting goals you can’t 
achieve. It’s better to be realis¬ 
tic about your destination and 
when you plan to get there. 

Don’t expect things to 
go smoothly the whole way. 
C’mon, you know life isn’t like 
that! You’ve got to be prepared 
to adjust your plan. 

Halfway to your destina¬ 
tion, a roadblock can send you 
miles off course. Don’t give 
up. Show some backbone. Re¬ 
calculate your journey and get 
moving. If you’re determined, 
you’ll get there. There may be 
some bumps and jolts along 
the way, but you’ll get there.

Toronto reflects on the 
season that was and 
looks forward to 2015 


Frustrating. Entertaining. Dis¬ 
appointing. 

The Toronto Blue Jays 
wrapped up yet another 
roller-coaster season Sunday 
rife with emotion. 

“We were an entertaining 
team,” manager John Gib¬ 
bons said before the season¬ 
ending 1-0 loss to Baltimore. 
“A frustrating team but veiy 
entertaining. I think we gave 
our fans some pretty good 
entertainment along the way. 
But in saying that too we’re 
all disappointed.” 

Toronto finished the sea¬ 
son with an 83-79 record, fall¬ 
ing into third in the American 
League East on the last day as 
the Yankees (84-78) moved 
ahead with a win. The Jays 
finished 13 games behind the 
Orioles. 

The Jays were 38-24, six 
games atop the division, on 
June 6 — fuelled in large part 
by a 21-9 May (a .700 record 
for the month). 

If May was the peak, Au¬ 
gust was the valley. The team 
slumped to a 9-17 record 
(.346) with Adam Lind, Edwin 
Encarnacion and Brett Law- 
rie missing chunks of action 
with injuries. 

Pitcher R.A. Dickey talked 
of the need for consistency. 

“We need to figure out 
how we can consistently be 
better,” he said. “How can we 
have the May that we did in 
multiple months and how do 


we eliminate the August that 
we had?” 

General manager Alex An¬ 
thopoulos also said the team 
fell short. 

“We didn’t achieve our 
goals. That goes without say¬ 
ing,” he said. 

“It’s more disheartening 
this season, I felt like we were 


close. Obviously we were 
there the bulk of the year,” 
he added. 

Anthopoulos repeated his 
confidence in Gibbons, who 
has a rolling contract that 
kicks in every Jan. 1. 

The team will have to dig 
deep into its pocket to re-sign 
left-fielder Melky Cabrera 


and needs to solve question 
marks in centre-field, second 
base and the bullpen. The 
bench and defence also need 
upgrades. 

“You can never have 
enough depth,” Anthopoulos 
said when asked whether the 
team can afford to trade any 
of its starting talent. 

Anthopoulos said the 
team is reviewing what it can 
do to keep oft-injured third 
baseman Lawrie on the field. 

As to the August slump, he 
called it a “bad month.” But 
he said it showed the need 
for better depth, among other
